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PHILADELPHIA  MUSICAL  ACADEMY 
DEGREE  PROGRAMS 

BACHELOR  OF  MUSIC 

The  B.M.  Degree  program  is  designed  for  those  students  who  wish  to 
prepare  for  full  time  professional  careers  in  performance,  conducting 
or  composition,  or  who  desire  a  thoroughly  professional  background 
in  anticipation  of  graduate  study,  studio  teaching,  or  further  work 
in  specialized  career  fields  (music  therapy,  music  industry,  etc.). 
The  Bachelor  of  Music  program,  which  may  normally  be  completed  in 
four  years,  carries  a  total  graduation  requirement  of  131  to  144 
credits,,  depending  on  the  major.  Thirty  of  these  credits  are 
taken  in  general  studies. 

DOUBLE  DEGREE 
(BACHELOR  OF  MUSIC  AND  BACHELOR  OF  MUSIC  EDUCATION) 

The  five  year  Double  Degree  program  is  designed  to  prepare  students 
for  careers  in  public  school  music  teaching.  Students  electing  this 
program  meet  all  of  the  requirements  for  the  Bachelor  of  Music  Degree, 
in  addition  to  completing  a  block  of  courses  in  professional  education. 
The  total  credit  requirement  in  the  Double  Degree  program  ranges  from 
162  to  179  of  which  36  credits  are  taken  in  general  studies.  Students 
elect  to  follow  one  of  two  education  curricula  leading  to  the  major 
music  teaching  opportunities  most  commonly  found  in  the  public  schools 
today;  Instrumental  music  instruction  or  Vocal -general  music  instruction. 
Successful  completion  of  the  five  year  Double  Degree  program  results 
in  the  conferral  of  both  the  Bachelor  of  Music  and  Bachelor  of  Music 
Education  degrees,  as  well  as  qualification  for  Instructional  I 
Certification  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania.  Permanent  Certification  requires  only  three  years  of 
successful  teaching  experience  for  holders  of  the  Double  Degree. 

ASSOCIATE  DEGREE 


The  Associate  Degree  is  a  two  year  program  designed  for  the  student 
who  wishes  to  concentrate  exclusively  on  musical  studies  without 
general  studies  requirements.  The  main  thrust  of  the  program  is  the 
development  of  the  student's  performance  ability,  both  through  private 
instruction  and  ensemble  performance,  with  corollary  instruction  in 
basic  musicianship,  music  history,  and  theory.  Majors  in  composition 
and  conducting  are  excluded  from  the  Associate  Degree  program. 

ARTIST'S  DIPLOMA 


The  four  year  Artist's  Diploma  program  has  been  devised  for  the 
unusually  gifted  student  of  any  age  who  would  benefit  most  noticeably 
from  increased  practice  time  and  who  could  advance  rapidly  at  his 
own  pace.  A  minimum  of  required  courses  are  included  with  maximum 
opportunities  for  solo  and  chamber  music  performance.  Majors  in 
composition  and  conducting  are  excluded  from  the  Artist's  Diploma 
program. 
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GRADUATE  PROGRAMS  IN  OPERA 


MASTER  OF  MUSIC  IN  OPERA  SINGING 

The  Master  of  Music  in  Opera  Singing  is  designed  to  train  young  vocalists 
in  all  the  crafts' required  of  a  professional  singer  and  to  develop  their 
singing-acting  potential  and  role  versatility  to  the  fullest  extent. 
Training  covers  various  styles  with  considerable  emphasis  given  to  voice, 
musicianship  and  acting  technique.  Prerequisite:  Bachelor  of  Music 
in  Voice  or  equivalent. 


MASTER  OF  MUSIC  IN  OPERA  CONDUCTING 


Opera  Conducting  demands  more  than  musical  talent:  it  requires  a 
knowledge  of  dramatic  techniques  and  musical  theatre  to  make  this  talent 
effective  in  opera.  The  technique  can  only  be  learned  and  fortified  by 
practical  work  in  the  field.  Prerequisites:  Bachelor  of  Music 
or  equivalent,  advanced  piano  technique,  at  least  one  year's  study  of 
a  string  instrument. 


MASTER  OF  FINE  ARTS  IN  OPERA  DIRECTING 


As  a  basis  for  work  in  this  field,  it  is  suggested  that  the  entering 
student  provide  himself  with  general  background  in  the  humanities,  with 
special  emphasis  on  the  history  of  art,  music  history  and  literature, 
together  with  some  knowledge  of  psychology,  sociology  and  philosoohy. 
He  should  also  have  some  prior  training  and  exDerience  in  acting  and 
directing.  The  director  must  know  the  symbols,  vocabulary,  and  cossibil i ties , 
as  well  as  limitations,  of  these  various  disciDlines.  His  ultimate 
responsibility  will  be  to  synthesize  these  disoarate  elements  in  the  opera. 
Primary  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  his  facility  in  understanding  and  working 
with  singers.  Prerequisites:  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Bachelor  of  Music  or  equivalent. 

All  students  are  required  to  participate  in  Opera  Production  each  semester 

of  residence  either  as  crew  or  performers.  Preparation  and  actual  performance 

in  at  least  two  major  roles  is  required  of  majors  in  Opera  Singing. 

Majors  in  Opera  Conducting  are  required  to  prepare  at  least  two  complete 

operas,  one  of  which  will  be  a  public  performance.  Majors  in  ODera 

Directing  are  required  to  prepare  at  least  two  operas,  one  of  which  will 

be  a  public  performance.

Emphasis  on 
imagination  and  the  application  of  musicianship  and  originality 
to  the  classroom.  Many  opportunities  will  be  organized  for  actual 
classroom  teaching  in  the  field  and  at  P.M. A.  Required  of  all 
B.M.E.  students.

E482       THEORY  PEDAGOGY  (  3  cr.)

M311      MASTERPIECES  OF  OPERATIC  LITERATURE  (3  cr.) 

An  examination  of  operatic  works,  largely  from  the  standard  repertory, 
and  a  closer  study  of  five  great  operas-,  Don  Giovanni,  Rigoletto, 
Tristan  and  Isolde,  and  Wozzek,  Three  papers  and  attendance  at 
specified  operatic  performances  are  required. 

M319      MEDIEVAL-RENAISSANCE  MUSIC  (3  cr.) 

.A  survey  of  the  literature  and  styles  of  Medieval  :and  Renaissance 
music.  Representative  works  will  be  performed  and  analyzed  in  class 
by  teacher  and  students.  Outside  listening  and  reading  also  required. 

M320      CHAMBER  MUSIC  -  PERFORMANCE  AND  ANALYSIS  (3  cr.) 

A  course  open  to  all  students  who  wish  to  both  perform  and  analyze 
works  from  the  chamber  music  literature.  Students  will  elect  to 
prepare  specific  chamber  works  for  performance,  which  will  also  be 
analyzed  and  discussed  in  class. 

M321-     J.  S.  BACH  I-II  (3-3  cr.)

Bach's  works  surveyed  and  analyzed,  with  particualr  attention  to 
the  organ  works  and  cantatas.  Aspects  of  Bach  scholarship  are  treated 
such  as  source  materials,  reference  tools,  editions,  problems  of 
interpretation  and  performance.  Papers  are  required  on  instrumental 
work,  organ  chorale  prelude,  and  cantata. 

M323      CLASSICAL  MUSIC  (3  cr.) 

A  course  concerned  with  composers  from  the  Mannheim  School  through 
Haydn,  Mozart,  Beethoven  and  Schubert.  The  literature  covered  includes 
the  dramatic,  symphonic,  chamber  music  and  solo  works  of  these 
composers. 

M330      LIEDER-PERFORMANCE  AND  ANALYSIS  (3  cr.) 

A  course  involving  the  analysis  and  performance  of  standard  and 
contemporary  works  for  voice  and  piano.  Open  to  all  majors,  not 
just  voice  students. 

M328      BEETHOVEN  (3  cr.) 

An  in-depth  analysis  of  selected  works  from  the  piano,  vocal, 
chamber  music,  symphonic,  and  dramatic  literature. 

M332      HISTORY  OF  SACRED  MUSIC  (3  cr.) 

A  survey  of  the  sacred  music  of  all  periods  beginning  with  medieval 
plainsong,  and  progressing  through  twentieth  century  sacred  literature. 
Forms  discussed  are  the  motet,  mass,  chorale,  psalm,  cantata,'  passion, 
and  oratorio. 

M341-     VOCAL  LITERATURE  I-II  (1-1  cr.) 
342 

A  study  of  German  Lieder  with  emphasis  upon  the  interrelation  of 
poetic  text,  vocal  line,  and  instrumental  part,  and  upon  the  stylistic 
and  technical  demands  of  the  music.  Prerequisite:  German  LA235-236.

A  study  of  the  literature  of  the  first  half  of  the  twentieth 
century  with  special  emphasis  on  Stravinsky,  Bartok, 
Hindemith,  the  early  serialists,  and  the  leaders  of 
national  schools. 

M402     TWENTIETH  CENTURY  MUSIC  II  (  3  cr.) 

Music  since  19.45 

A  study  of  musical  literature  since  Webern,  which  includes 

movements  toward  total  organization,  chance  and  indeterminacy, 

musique  concrete  and  electronic  music,  multi-media,  and 

the  music  of  the  avant  garde. 

M421      SYMPHONIC  LITERATURE  (3  cr.) 

A  survey  of  symphonic  literature  from  the. eighteenth 
century  to  the  present,  dealing  mainly  with  standard 
works.  Assignments  in  listening  and  analysis. 

M422     CHAMBER  MUSIC  LITERATURE  (3  cr.) 

A  survey  of  chamber  music  literature  from  the  Baroque  to 
the  present,  dealing  largely  with  the  standard  repertory. 
Assignments  in  listening  and  analysis. 

M424     BAROQUE  MUSIC  (3  cr.) 

A  study  of  the  literature,  composers,  forms  and  harmonic 
practices  of  the  Baroque  Period.   Figures  bass  realization 
and  chorale  harmonization  are  thoroughly  covered.

M462     LATE  ROMANTIC  MUSIC  (3  cr.) 

A  survey  of  the  works  of  Wagner,  Richard  Strauss,  Mahler, 
Bruckner,  Brahms,  Debussy,  and  early  Schoenberg,  with 
special  attention  paid  to  stylistic  developments  from  the 
early  Romantic  Period  to  the  Twentieth  Century  as  shown 
•  in  the  compositions  of  these  late  Romantic  composers. 
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M464     WAGNER  AND  THE  RING  CYCLE  (3  cr.)  • 

An  in-depth  study  of  Wagnerian  Opera  with  special  emphasis 
on  the  four  operas  that  constitute  the  Ring  Cycle.  Lectures 
and  discussions  will  cover  libretti,  harmonic  idiom, 
staging  and  symbolism. 

M471     GREAT  ISSUES  IN  MUSIC  (3  cr.) 

An  examination  of  a  number  of  the  classic  controversial 
issues  which  have  occurred  throughout  the  history  of  music: 
Brahms  versus  Wagner,  Stravinsky  versus  Schoenberg,  etc. 

M472     MUSIC  CRTTICISM  (3  cr.) 

An  introduction  to  music  criticism  consisting  of  an 
inquiry  into  its  philosophical  and  aesthetic  basis;  a 
review  of  the  critical  writings  of  Schumann,  Berlioz, 
Wagner,  Liszt,  Hanslick,  Newman,  and  Cal vacoressi ,  and 
a  discussion  of  the  role  of  the  music  critic  and  music 
criticism  in  contemporary  society. 

M496     THE  STRING  QUARTETS  (3  cr.) 

Analysis  of  the  quartets  with  emphasis  on  the  compositional 
techniques  used  by  Beethoven,  Harmony,  melody,  form,  rhythm 
and  meter,  and  thematic  unity  will  be  discussed  in  an 
integrated  fashion.

Cultural  background,  social 
milieu  and  literary  sources  will  be  stressed.  Students  will  write 
papers  and  present  oral  reports.

Control ing  body  awareness  in  order  to  develop  different  styles 
and  disciplines  of  the  body  in  regard  to  music. 

DRAMATIC  LITERATURE    {V^h-V^h) 

Examining  the  structure  of  the  script,  the  style,  and  historic 
relationships.  Learning  the  texts  of  dramas  for  the  theater. 
Reading  one  play  a  week  and  analyzing  the  scripts  o-f  established 
works  of  theater  repertoire  to  give  a  theatrical  background  to 
the  director.
